AN ACT to appropriate a sum of money to the state board of
control as an emergency appropriation for the operation of
the Wisconsin school for the deaf and the industrial home for
women for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1925.

All of that territory consisting of township num-
ber thirty north, range ten west, in Chippewa county, Wisconsin,
except that portion of said township that lies north of a line
